de The SANACC Subcommittee on Psychological Warfare met at. 10:09 
today in Mr. Block's office with the following members presert:

2. Mr. Block asked the Subcommittee members whether they wuld 
have any objections to his culling the report an anmal report. We 
told him that we disagreed wth calling the report "apnual" or *nteri: .# 
Then I reiterated what I have said on many previous otcasione iatiin th 
past fow waeks that we gho.ld approach our work ina = manly faphior, 
recogniging that all questions of pclicy regarding psychological rar} 
fare are now before the National Security Council for determination, 
and, accordingly, it seems prerile on ovr part to delwe into sebstantiz lL 
questions in this Meld oti the Council has made its decisdor. end the 
necessary inatructions are sent tc us and to ald other groups as to 
what we shall do, if anything. 


3. Mr. Block positively disagreed with this viegpoint and tated 
that officials of the Netionpl Security Council and of the Department - 
of State have told him to contime his work with the Subcommiter. Tix 
individuals from thea National. Security Council observed that ne ¢ na 
knew exactly how long it would take the Council to arrive at a decisiz 
and the comments he received fron the "high offleial® in the Depnrt-et 
of State weré to the effect that we co not know "officially" what actin, 
if any, the National Security Council will + 


hk, I then politely asked Mr, Block if he would condescend ic telZ 
the Subcommittee whe the officials were at the National Security Coung 1 
and at the Department of State who told him to cerntinue the Subcpmitts 2 
wrk, Smilingly, he refused to do so, except to state that the man frost 
the National Security Council] was or. the Secretariat of the Counril. 


5. Thus, with the idea of forward progress, Mr. Block told the 
menbers of the Subcamittee that he had been in fouch with Ur. Eimer 
Davis, who was going to give us his only copy of the official on 
report which he had prepared for the President. We were also inforned 
that Colonel Thompson, a socjal scientist with Brookings Institute, 
would appear before the Subcommittee next Wednesday. 
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6. Then we came to a discussion of what type of report we would 
Prepare and at the same time we offered comments on the draft wioh 
ir. Block had wrked up. 


laterally, wanted to submit a report himself he could do so and send 
it forward in watever manner he desired without congurrence of the

Mr. Block did not like this Buggestion because he desired to shor ioe 
dittle work was done oy tua Subcommittee on account of extranenn 
circumstances bayond hig control, Henge, he spoke at length about. the 
problem of carrying on work in a consecutive manner when the indfvidva’ 3 
of the Subcommittee have been Cianged so frequently by their om acend 3B, 
and have never been assigned to him on a fulletime basis, aven the ch ba 
secured permanent office space for them, 


Fe I observed that suck a negative type of report would certainly 
not make friends or influence Peop.e@ in the manner in which we *2d de 
sired, Hence, we shculd be positive in our approach and recomend wast 
we feel is necessary for any such undertaking in tne fAi:ture, 


10, Commander Kroll agraed to prepare a new draft of the histori-s— 
part of the report and he Suggested that I prepare a atatement of iis 
problems. I told him that under my agency's instructions I was a menbe. 
of the Subcommittee for observational purposes only. Knoll's reaction 
was somewhat violent, He quickly thumbed through the SANACC Tapers te 
tell me what I already knew, tuat the CIA representative or peer was 
the same as any other Subcommittee mumber and, furthermore, he stated 
that his bosses in ths Nevy Department had told him the same thing I 
had been told. I responded to Commander Knoll by telling him thas if 
he refused to prepare any part of thig report I would not be the “east 
upset, and as we left the meeting he did regret that he flew off the 
handle stating that his people are always asking him why he seems to 
be the member of the Subcommittee who prepares all the >apers, 
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ll. Ag we left the meeting, Colonel McNames informed me taat ‘ie 
was working on a paper and that he wanted to know the names of the 
OSS men who were in the Army during the last war, I believe that fi: 
only immediate objective is to have such names indexed and filed in 
the Department of tue Army, 60 that this field night be quickly 
activated in the event :f an emergency. He desired to find syt now 
gach requests should be made on CIA. I told hin I would refer the 
matter to higher cfficiels and inform him next Tuesday.
